WV-Although the moon is 
interna tional territory, 
there is no question about 
the legal rights of the 
Apollo 11 astronauts to 
land and explore it in the 
name of the United States. 

The only major require¬ 
ments are that it be done 
according to International 
law and for the benefit of 
all countries. 


LEGAL experts say the 
1967 space treaty clearly 
recognizes the role of 
individual countries in the 
exploration of celestial 
bodies even though it refers 
to astronauts as "envoys of 
mankind." 

The 1967 pact, which 
deals specifically with the 
moon and other celestial 
bodies, guarantees the free 
access of all countries and 
declares there must be 
complete freedom of 
scientific investigation. 

There is nothing in space 
law to prevent astronauts 
from displaying or plant¬ 
ing their nation’s flag. 
.There is nothing to require 
them to carry any 
international symbol, such 
as the United Nations flag.
